August 21, 1951 
Dear Brethren: 

All during this fiscal year we have 
been endeavoring to improve our serv- 
ice to the dependent children in our 
care. 

Our Band has made remarkable 
strides. They gave concerts at six 
State Conventions. About 60 children 
are participating in this program. 

The Orphanage Handbook has been 
very popular. We have had _ 60,000 
printed this year. Many have found it 
helpful in various ways in promoting 
our Orphanage work. 

A new barn has been completed, and 
is now in use. The asphalt tile floors 
greatly improved the appearance of 
our dormitory hallways. The interior 
painting that was done also helped 
the general appearance of our chil- 
dren’s rooms. 

Our old dormitories have been 
screened, and the new roofs have 
given all a relief from dripping water 
and falling plaster and other damage. 

During the year we have replaced 
some of our old furniture with new, 
and we purchased our Infirmary 
equipment at a very small percentagp 
of its original cost. 

Our new furniture has added greatly 
to the appearance of our dining room. 

The electric dishwasher has proven 
its worth already. In addition to ex- 
pediting our kitchen work, it is a de- 
cided step forward in dishwashing 
sanitation. 

At the present time the new bath- 
rooms in the girls’ dormitory are 
getting their finishing touches. In a 
week or two our coal bin will be com- 
pleted, and the steamfitters are giv- 
ing our heating system a complete 
overhauling. 

We have opened up the new dormi- 
tory, and have 44 boys living in it. We 
could accommodate about 75 more in 
this. building. 





Our Board, Staff, Officials and 
everyone interested in our Orphanage 
work are to be commended for the 
advances we are making.

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Editorial... 


HARAN 


Haran was a city of tragedy. Not only was it a city of 
tragedy in its day, but symbolical of tragedies before and 
since its day. In fact, as long as there are sinners and dis- 
obedient children of God, there will be antitypes of Terah, 
whose tragic epitaph in Haran was written in these words, 
“And Terah died in Haran,” Gen. 11:32. Thus the chapter 
ends with the tragic end of Terah. But Terah has had 
many ancestors to die just as tragically and to be buried 
in their respective Harans. 

Let us see what Terah’s mistake number one was. In the 
twelfth chapter of Genesis we find that God had spoken 
to Abram and instructed that he get out of his country 
and from his kindred, and from his father’s house into a 
land “that He would show him.” But instead of Abram 
being permitted to take his wife, Sarai, and follow the 
path that would lead to the place God would show him, 
Terah packs up all their belongings and proceeds in char- 
tering Abram’s course for him, as well as going along with 
him. There may have been a lot of love and affection that 
was responsible for this conduct of Terah, as well as his 
sense of responsibility according to custom as the head 
of the house to direct the course of his children, but what- 
ever his motives and intentions were, he was guilty of in- 
terference. Not only that, but Abram was co-responsible 
for this interference. This very clearly represents the par- 
ents who have, in various ways, hindered their children 
whom God has called to a definite work, by undertaking 
to tag along with them or load them down with unneces- 
sary responsibility. Parents must realize, as well as their 
children, that when God’s call is given, the children are 
justified, in fact, required, to forsake fathers and mothers, 
houses, and land, and follow Him to be worthy of the king- 
dom. Parents, therefore, can commit a terrible sin against 
their children by undertaking to chart their course for 
them in God’s work, as well as laden them down with 
undue family responsibilities. 

Terah sets forth another bad example in that he left 
Ur of the Chaldees with Abram, whom God had called to 
go to a place that He would show him, by going to Haran, 
a city of Mesopotamia, a commercial center on one of the 
main trade routes between Babylon and the Mediter- 
ranean, and that, like Ur of the Chaldees, had the moon 
god for its patron deity. This seems to lend evidence to 
the fact that Terah was somehow having faith and con- 
fidence in the fact that an unseen God had spoken to his 
son Abram and invited him to leave Ur of the Chaldees, 
but he was not yet broken off from idolatrous worship, 
as set forth in Joshua 24:2. Terah. was like many 
tag-alongs today, who are agreeable for those of 
their family who are religious-minded and feel definitely 
called into God’s work or careful Christian living, to go 
along with them provided they will locate where they can 
enjoy the pleasures of sin. They, like Pharaoh, do not care 
how much the person worships, preaches, or sings, just so 
he does it on the territory that they choose. Pharaoh, you 
remember, said, “Go to, worship God in the land.” There 
are parents, husbands, wives, and relatives in general who 
will agree to those in the family who are called into the 
ministry being engaged in such work if they will stay at 
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home or only go where they suggest. This has not only 
hampered the work of many ministers, but it has ended in 
sad defeat, and many times disgrace, the careers of many 
who bade fair to become great successes for God and His 
church. 

Haran was not the place God intended for Abram to go, 
and certainly, since Terah was going along, it was not the 
place for Terah either. Canaan was the place, but Terah 
was satisfied to spend his days under the supposed pro- 
tection of the moon god, and in this he was typical of 
those who are living faked lives of religion and procrasti- 
nating day by day and promising themselves and their 
friends that “tomorrow I will move on into the experiences 
of God; I will be more punctual about His work; I 
will obey Him; and yet their tomorrow never comes. But 
eventually the day of disaster, distress, and tragedy does 
come; they die and are buried in their Haran—buried 
without resurrection hope. There is no record that Terah 
requested Abram, his son, to take his bones with him to 
the place God “would show him.” But Joseph, you re- 
member, said to his people, “Don’t leave my bones in 
Egypt.” It is such a pity to see parents or close relatives 
of those whom God has called to be engaged in minis- 
terial work and as leaders in His great cause, die in such 
company without really ever experiencing the joys of sins 
forgiven, the cleansing blood of Jesus, the Spirit-filled life, 
and the hope of the glorious resurrection and eternal life. 
This however has been the case with many. A melancholy 
fact, that Terah was satisfied to stay in Haran and Abram 
felt obligated to stay with him until he died. It was a 
good thing when the time came for his demise, for then 
God gave to Abram the second call to go to the place that 
He “would show him”—Canaan, the land of promise. For- 
tunate for Abram, Terah’s days in Haran did not outlive 
his possibilities and opportunities. That, however, has been 
the sad case of many ministers. They not only stayed in 
Haran with those who would hinder them, until they died, 
but the time was so far spent that some continued to stay 
in Haran to have a tragic epitaph written on their tomb- 
stones, as well as ‘on the tombstones of those who hindered 
them. Woe be unto the Terahs and Mrs. Terahs—fathers, 
mothers, whoever the Terahs may be. 

All of this should be a challenge to us ministers who 
have been faithful to God in traveling along the journey, 
and refusing to stop at the Harans along the way, no 
matter how lucrative, fascinating, enticing, or alluring they 
may have been. And by God’s grace we are still travel- 
ing on in our various fields of labor, with the hope of 
reaching our promised land, the place we have read about, 
but that God Himself will show us when we arrive. Terah 
is also representative of the laymen who are confronted 
with the temptations of the Haran that would invite them 
to stop in, out of God’s will, with their families, as Elimi- 
lech took his family to Moab, a city under curse. You and 
I both have observed families in our day who have stopped 
in Haran, and, for some of those families, tombstones 
erected with tragic epitaphs on them. 

Listen! Terah’s death in Haran is a tragic warning to 
every Christian, whether he be a minister or layman, to 
not stop even in the pleasant and fascinating Harans. As 
pilgrims and strangers, we are seeking a city to come 
“which hath foundation, whose builder and maker is God,” 
and like Abram, we must travel on until we reach our 
Canaan, as surely as he reached his. Abram reached and 
lived in Canaan—Terah died in Haran.

Man has always been able to make 
a fool of himself, by various means, 
whether intentional or by accident. 
One of the most foolish things man 
has ever done was to withstand the 
truth, or right. In the material and 
temporal world, wrong has often over- 
come right, but this is only for a sea- 
son; but not so in the spiritual realm. 
Evil may think it can overcome or get 
the upper hand of right. Occasional- 
ly, for the passing of a cloud, it may 
seem that evil has triumphed. When 
the magicians of Pharaoh’s court 
threw their rods on the floor, and they 
too turned into serpents, evil shouted, 
thinking it had equaled the power of 
the man of right. But the shouting 
soon subsided as the serpent from the 
rod of the man of God swallowed up 
the serpents from the rods of the 
magicians. Such it is with evil. In its 
many dark and shady ways it tries to 
withstand right. Evil tries its wares 
by way of insubordination. Jude 
speaks in no uncertain terms about 
those who “despise dominion and 
speak evil of dignities.” God’s anoint- 
ed has never been despised and spoken 
evil against without His notice. As 
Paul told Timothy, the time has come 
when men no longer respect the min- 
isters of God as such, but they are as 
much anointed of God today as they 
have ever been. Because Balaam failed 
in his duty as a prophet, that did not 
null and void the rest of God’s proph- 
ets; neither does the failure of one 
minister today discredit the ministry 
of any other minister. 

It is with apparent ease that some 
get the minister told, telling him he 
is wrong, ignorant, out of order, in- 
competent, and “just like all the rest 
of the preachers.” But Paul wrote in 
1 Tim. 5:1, “Rebuke not an elder,” and 
again in the 19th verse of the same 
chapter, “Against an elder receive not 
an accusation but before two or three 
witnesses.” How often has it been that 
a minister of God has been stabbed to 
the soul by a nasty rebuke by some 
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disgruntled member or would-be min- 
ister. There are those who seem to 
think because the elder has rebuked 
them that they have the right to re- 
buke the elder. Not so; it does not fall 
the power of the laity to do the order- 
ing. Paul told Timothy to “reprove, re- 
buke, exhort with all longsuffering.” 
How often has the minister of God 
been the subject of a whispering cam- 
paign because someone suspected him 
guilty of something—but to get some- 
one to testify of it before a group of 
witnesses, never in a million years! 
Any accusation that will not stand 
writing down and signing is not worth 
telling, even in a whisper. Paul wrote 
the Thessalonians to esteem the min- 
isters very highly in love for their 
work’s sake (1 Thess. 5:13). If a min- 
ister cannot be appreciated because of 
his education, or because of his looks, 
or because of his tactics, or because of 
his lack of ability, there is still a com- 
mand to esteem him for the office he 
holds. Elisha was a bald-headed man, 
and the children thought they would 
make fun of him, but his respect and 
authority was established by their de- 
struction (2 Kings 2:23-25). The fact 
that a man is called of God is a de- 
mand from God that he be received 
and treated as one ordained as an 
ambassador of the King. The evil of 
INSUBORDINATION was the sin of 
Jannes and Jambres. 

Evil tries its wares by way of IN- 
SURRECTION. If there ever was a 
pitiful sight, it should be to see those 
who cannot stand still long enough 
themselves to get “hitched,” out try- 
ing to get others to follow them. Many 
of these are not satisfied to try it by 
themselves; they want others to leave 
the ship and swim with them. Occa- 
sionally, there are those who cry their 
devotion to the church, and in the 
course of events they become dissatis- 
fied with the pastor or some member, 
or the church government and teach- 
ings. They quit attending church, yet 
still they say, “I am Church of God.” 





Rev. Sam W. Edmunds was converted in the 
Evangelical Church in the city of Terre Haute, 
Indiana, while he was attending college as a 
student of law, spending time at the Indiana 
State College, at Terre Haute, and the Indiana 
University, at Indianapolis. After his conver- 
sion, he sold his law books and bought sixty- 
six books contained in one volume, known as 
God’s law, the Bible. With his Bible, he left 
to attend Bible School in Chicago, after which 
he did preaching for the United Brethren 
Church in Indiana. In 1933 Brother Edmunds 
and his wife joined the Church of God at 
Shelburn, Indiana. From 1933 to 1939 his min- 
istry was limited to evangelistic meetings and 
special calls. Since 1939 he has done pastoral 
and evangelistic work in Indiana, Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Michigan, West Virginia, and Maryland. 
In the last five years, under Brother Edmunds’ 
ministry, a new church has been built at 
Coalmont, Indiana, a four-room parsonage 
added to the church property at Fort Gay, 
West Virginia, and a new church building 
erected at Baltimore, Maryland. Recently, 
Brother and Sister Edmunds have accepted a 
pastorate at Logan, Illinois, where they are 
enjoying a prosperous ministry. 








This would not be so bad in itself, but 
often they are not satisfied to quit 
the church themselves; they spend 
their time crying for sympathy from 
other members. Paul said he heard 
some of the Thessalonians were like 
this, “working not at all, but are busy- 
bodies,” 2 Thess. 3:11. If the principles 
and precepts of the church were right 
and worth fighting for, they still are 
right and worth fighting for. There is 
nothing gained by starting an insur- 
rection, which terminates in divisions. 
The magicians of Pharaoh felt that if 
they could so divide the power of 
Moses that he would have to throw 
down several little snakes, they could 
overcome him, but God did not plan 
to have Moses’ power embarrassed. 
God will not allow the power of the 


church to be hamstrung by divisions. 


Jesus is not looking for several little 
“sisters,” but He is looking for one 
glorious church to be His bride.

My Dear “Disturber of the World”: 


Addressing you in the phrase ap- 
plied to Napoleon after his tragic 
march on Moscow, please understand 
that I do not intend to be discourte- 
ous—I am only anxious to “hit you 
between the eyes,” and, I hope, “under 
the left rib,” by a sudden revelation 
of what your blighting Marxian ideol- 
ogy means as a disturber of world 
peace. I purposely date my well- 
meaning letter July 4, the birthday of 
the United States of America—a 
prosperous nation that has grown 
great under the capitalistic system— 
a nation that has never waged a sel- 
fish conflict of aggression and con- 
quest, and that has never lost a war, 
thank God! 

Because of the personal, political 
and official hostility of you and 
your “Politburo” to the Christ of Cal- 
vary who saved me sixty-seven years 
ago—giving a new heart to a sinful 
boy, standing by me seven years on 
bed and making me happy—and then, 
after fifty-nine years on crutches, so 
gloriously healed me that I have been 
walking without crutches since the 
eighth day of last February, I am 
fortifying my well-meaning letter by 
sending you a copy of “The Voice of 
Healing,” carrying on its front-page 
cover a composite picture—first, with 
the crutches I used while speaking in 
42 states and many European coun- 
tries—including my eight years as a 
member of the United States Congress. 
With this fortifying picture for your 
own personal file, I am sending fif- 
teen copies of my healing story, one 
for each member of your “Politburo.” 
In all good humor, Generalissimo, be a 
good “sport” and read this true story 
to their unbelieving souls. Back them 
up in a corner or lock those trem- 
bling fellows in a room, as you have 
done countless thousands of inno- 
cent people before purging them, and 
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say to them: “Komrades, this sounds 
like the statement of an honest man. 
If we are right, he is as safe as we 
are; but if he is right, all of us and 
the millions we are deceiving are on 
the road to hell. Let’s be brave enough 
to fall on our knees and seek the God 
we have so long denied.” Do that, 
Generalissimo, and you will arise from 
your knees a new man. The trembl- 
ing earth will rock with joy, and “out 
of the darkness of night the world will 
move in the light—daybreak every- 
where.” 

The tragedy for you and the sin- 
ning, staggering world, influenced by 
you, Generalissimo, is the fact that 
you have never seen real Christianity 
in action—you have only seen a “form 
of godliness that denied the power 
thereof.” 

Your life story says you were “bap- 
tized” as a baby boy three times, in 
the name of the Father, Son, and the 
Holy Ghost, but as you had not re- 
pented and believed, you were like I 
was before my conversion, as much 
the child of the devil as ever. I re- 
pented of my sins and was converted 
to the Christ of Calvary at 17, and was 
not baptized in Powder Springs Creek 
until I was already a Christian. My 
baptism was an expression of saving 
faith in the Christ of Calvary who 
lived a beautiful sinless life, died for 
our sins on the Cross, and rose from 
the grave with power enough to lift 
a fallen world back to God. That is 
real Christianity. Under its holy trans- 
forming power I have seen thieves, 
murderers, gamblers and libertines 
made new men and women. Christ, 
“the same yesterday, today and for- 
ever,” can do the same for you and 
your suffering people. He can save 
your sinful soul and heal your ailing 
body. I know. I have tried Him. 

Certain it is, if you had followed the 
loving desire of your praying mother 
who wanted you to be God’s minister, 
instead of following the diabolical 
doctrine of Karl Marx that denies and 
defies God and Christian civilization, 
you would have been a better man, a 
far happier man, Russia a happier 
country, and the world a happier 








world. 

Finally, Generalissimo, I dare you in 
all good humor, I dare you to point 
one single unkind deed the United 


States of America ever did to you and 


Russia. We recognized Russia when 
she was a sprawling Bolshevik experi- 
ment, unready for the fellowship of 
nations. We loaned you hundreds of 
ships, billions of dollars, and sent you 
countless tons of lend-lease supplies, 
and you have repaid us by filling 
America with spies, seeking to over- 
throw our friendly Government. 

Universally, Russia is regarded as 
our National Enemy No. 1. Why? We 
do not deserve anything but your 
grateful friendship. 

If you will find God through the 
Christ of Calvary, you will free all 
your millions of suffering, dying slaves 
and call off all your avowed plans to 
destroy all organized government and 
Christian civilization. 

You cannot see God through eyes of 
cruelty and sin. He must come to you 
as Oriental philosophers would say, as

WHY CHURCH ORGANIZATION 
AND GOVERNMENT? 
(Name of writer was not attached) 

First, the church is set in order; 
then, there is a need of government. 
Notice, Jesus spoke to Peter on one 
occasion and said, “Upon this rock I 
will build my church.” Christ must 
have had something in mind, or else 
He would have stated otherwise. Since 
Christ is the Foundation, let us go 
further. In Acts 2, after the day of 
Pentecost, Peter stood up in the midst 
of the people and preached repentance 
and water baptism, and Christ and 
Him crucified. Three thousand re- 
ceived the Word gladly and were bap- 
tized. The latter clause of the 47th 
verse states, “And the Lord added unto 
the church daily such as should be 
saved.” That was the beginning of 
local church membership. 

Now, with three thousand and one 
hundred members to begin with, let 
us look to Acts 20:28, “Take heed 
therefore unto yourselves, and to all 
the flock, over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to 
feed the church of God, which he 
hath purchased with his own blood.” 
Note, it did not say the Holy Ghost is 





overseer, but that “the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers.” Paul was 
speaking directly to the Ephesian el- 
ders (note Acts 20:17). If Paul had 


been a “loose leaf,” he would have 
plainly told the elders of the church @® & 


to shun responsibility and don’t worry 
about assembling the people; don’t be 
cramped down by organizing or gov- 
erment. “Freely come, freely go.” But, 
thank God, Paul was a good general 
overseer and believed in church gov- 
ernment one hundred per cent. Let us 
go a little further. Paul set churches 
in order at Corinth. Read 1 Cor. 16:19; 
also Gal. 1:2; Eph. 1:1; and Phil. 1:1. 
There was a church at Colosse, Col. 
1:2, and Thessalonica, 1 Thess. 1:1; 2 
Thess. 1:1. There must have been some 
authority as to Paul’s admonishings 
and letters to these various churches. 
He must have been the overseer of 
this business. 

Let us see if the churches had gov- 
ernment. 1 Cor. 14:34, 35, gives us gov- 
ernment, and God gave the church 
ministers to carry out government, 1 
Cor. 12:28. Tithes are a part of the 
financial government of the church. 
Tithing goes back as far as Gen. 14:18- 
20; 28:20-22; also, read Mal. 3:10. Paul, 
in writing to the church at Corinth, 
1 Cor. 16:1, concerning the collection 
of tithes, exhorted them “to do even 
as the churches at Galatia are doing.”

Read verses 2 and 3. Let us notice Heb. 
7:5-9. The sons of Levi, who held the 
office of priesthood, received tithes of 
the people (verse 5). In verse 9 Levi 
paid tithes also to Abraham. In other 
words, the members pay tithes to the 
pastor, and pastors pay tithes to 
headquarters. Some like to think it’s 
all right to give their tithes to the 
poor, sick, etc., but Paul said, “Lay 
in store on the first day of the week 
as God hath prospered you.” There’s 
a vast difference in tithes and offer- 
ings. The tithes belong to God, and 
offerings are yours to give as you wish. 


Eph. 5:23-29 refers to Christ loving 
the church. How can Christ love a 
church when He can’t find it? Some 
say the church is in the heart. Paul 
didn’t have seven hearts to which to 
write. Then, they say, it must be in 
heaven. But read Matt. 18:17. If the 
church were in heaven, we would have 
a hard time getting our brother there 
for conference. Christ is coming back 
here for His church. It must have some 
ruling or discipline if it’s worth 
lg coming back for. Read Heb.

IS IT BIBLICAL TO SHOUT?

It is not hard to find in the Scrip- 
ture words to the effect that we are 
to worship the Lord by glorifying His 
name in a loud voice, as well as in the 
dance and even with loud instruments 
of music. Let us begin with David in 
the Old Testament. David believed in 
praising the Lord: 2 Sam. 6:14, 15, 
“And David danced before the Lord 
with all of his might; and David was 
girded with a linen ephod. So David 
and all the house of Israel brought up 
the ark of the Lord with shouting, and 
with the sound of the trumpet.” 1 
Chron. 15:28, “Thus all Israel brought 
up the ark of the covenant of the Lord 
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with shouting, and with sound of the 
cornet, and with trumpets, and with 
cymbals, making a noise with psalter- 
ies and harps.” Verse 29, “Michael... 
saw King David dancing and playing 

. .” Psalm 30:11, “And hast turned 
for me my mourning into dancing .. .” 
Psalm 150:4, “Praise him with the 
timbrel and dance: praise him with 
stringed instruments and organs.” Isa. 
58:1, “Cry aloud, spare not, lift up 
thy voice like a trumpet, and shew 
my people their transgression, and 
the house of Jacob their sins.” 

Now let us turn to the New Testa- 
ment, as some people do not accept 
teachings from the Old Testament. 
Matt. 21:15, 16, “And when the chief 
priests and scribes saw the wonderful 
things that he did, and the children 
crying in the temple, and saying, Ho- 
sanna to the Son of David; they were 
sore displeased, and said unto him, 
Hearest thou what these say? And 
Jesus saith unto them, Yea; have ye 
never read, Out of the mouth of babes 
and sucklings thou hast perfected 
praise?” Notice, also, it is in the tem- 
ple where some people believe it 
should not be done. Just as the scrip- 
ture is quoted, and the scribes and 
chief priests were displeased, so are 
people today displeased over the man- 
ner of our worship in praising the 
Lord with any noise at all. Luke 5:25, 
“And immediately he rose up before 
them, and took up that whereon he 
lay, and departed to his own house, 
glorifying God. And they were all 
amazed. and they glorified God, and 
were filled with fear, saying, We have 
seen strange things to day.” Glorify 
means praise, and magnify means to 
praise highly. We can find Jesus 
teaching in one of the synagogues on 
the Sabbath (Luke 13:10), and on this 
day in the synagogue He healed the 
woman bound with an infirmity eigh- 
teen years. In Luke 13:17, we read, 
“.. and all the people rejoiced for all 
the glorious things that were done by 
him.” This rejoicing was in a syna- 
gogue, or a place to worship God. Luke 
17:15, “And one of them, when’ he 
saw that he was healed, turned back, 
and with a loud voice glorified God.” 
Notice the loud voice, praising God. 
Luke 24:52, 53, “And they worshipped 
him, and returned to Jerusalem with 
great joy: and were continually in 
the temple, praising and blessing 
God.” Acts 3:8, “And he leaping up 
stood, and waiked, and entered with 
them into the temple, walking, and 
leaping, and praising God.” Still, some 
peovle think we should be still and 
quiet in a church house. There are 
still many — not quoted which 
show the people magnifying God. Acts 
10:46, “For they heard them speak 
with tongues, and magnify God.” Luke 
19:37, “And when he was come nigh 
.. . the whole multitude of the disci- 
ples began to rejoice and praise God 
with a loud voice for all the mighty 
works that they had seen.” Luke 19:39, 
40, “And some of the Pharisees from 
among the multitude said unto him, 
Master, rebuke thy disciples. And he 
answered and said unto them, I tell 
you that, if these should hold their 
peace, the stones would immediately 
cry out.” From this scripture, as well 
as the others, we certainly have Bible

You will notice that Paul repeatedly 
referred to the book of Isaiah during 
his great ministry. No doubt, this was 
due to the prophet’s unusual vision of 
the church as an unconquerable or- 
ganization; and, if I may use the ex- 
pression, it has rolled through oy 
and is still rolling in face of another. 

The atom bomb is not so detri- 
mental as the force behind the inven- 
tion. But neither the bomb nor com- 
munism are as powerful as the church. 
The gigantic Roman Empire was felled 
by the church. Here is proof! Accord- 
ing to history, the early church spread 
Christianity throughout the Roman 
Empire by 64 A.D., which was accom- 
plished before the martyrdom of Paul 
and Cephas, the two main cogwheels 
used by the Lord Jesus Christ. It is 
said that Christianity burst too sud- 
denly in the world to be of the world. 
May God help us to see and realize the 
potency of this dynamic latter-day 
church, as well as the former. 

Today the church gives light to 
those who walk in darkness, and they 
appreciate it, too. When we were go- 
ing to school, and the teacher read 
the twenty-third Psalm in the early 
morning, our hearts were made glad. 
God’s greatest light was manifested. 
He was seen of men. He was handled 
of men. He was rejected and crucified 
by the cruel mob, but I want to say 
here, emphatically, that God’s dis- 
appointments and His longsuffering 
is for the joy set before Him in eter- 
nity. There is nothing as powerful as 
the resurrection of Christ, not even 
the resurrection of the church. There- 
fore, the church should expect some 
disappointments in spreading the glo- 
rious gospel of Christ, which Paul says 
is the poWer of God unto salvation. 
Yes, God’s own power in highest form 
—God’s own love to the uttermost de- 
gree of His compassionate person. God 
did His best when Christ walked out 
of the tomb. 

Now there is no criticism toward the 
early church by even the ones who 
criticize the church today. The latter 
day church must contend for the faith 
once delivered to the saints, as in- 
structed by the apostle Jude. But there 
are some who see great signs accom- 
plished, yet they do not believe. Jesus 
did not pray for His disciples then 
to be taken out of the world, but who 
knows how He is praying today and 
tomorrow concerning the church. The 
church is not condemned by any 
scripture, if it never reaches the glory 
of the early church. The power of the 
church today is not overestimated by 
anyone within, and can be easily as- 
certained by the prevailing spirit of 
love, unity, and fellowship which took 
fast hold in our great camp meetings 
this year. ° 
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7: ‘Tithing Seriptural 7

If successful businessmen find it 
necessary to work out a plan to oper- 
ate a commercial business, why should 
not the head of the greatest business 
on earth have a plan for His church? 
God is a businessman, dealing with 
the most precious jewels on earth— 
the souls of men. What did Jesus have 
in mind when He spoke to the Phar- 
isees, saying, “Render unto Caesar 
the things which are Caesar’s and 
unto God the things that are God’s’? 
We all know that the Government 
must be supported by some sort of 
taxation. Likewise the church must 
have the support of its membership. 
Thousands of dollars are spent an- 
nually by scientists who explore the 
bowels of the earth searching for raw 
materials to go into the manufacture 
of modern facilities for men’s comfort. 
Man and his means are both needed 
in the saving of lost sinners. God is 
an economist (a manager of affairs); 
He is not a horder or a waster. This 
fact is set forth in God’s dealing with 
man BEFORE THE LAW, UNDER THE 
LAW, and AFTER THE LAW. 

The book of Genesis tells of man’s 
creation and going into bondage. Ex- 
odus tells of man’s deliverance from 
bondage. Leviticus tells of man’s com- 
ing under God’s plan of protection 
and rule of conduct. Now about the 
practice of paying tithes. The custom 
is ancient. It is recorded in Genesis 
14:20 that Abraham gave tithe to 
Melchizedek, king of Salem, at his 
return from his battle against Che- 
dorlaomer and the four kings in con- 
federacy with him. Abraham gave 
tithe of all the boot taken from the 
enemy. AT THIS TIME there was no 
record of any plan for the individual 
to render to God a part of his income; 
but, “the father of the faithful,” as 
Abraham is rightly called, reverenced 
God by giving Him a tenth of all. This 
plan has been practiced by God’s 
faithful children to this day and for 
proof that God was pleased with 
Abraham, let us turn to a New Testa- 
ment portion of God’s Word. 

Heb. 7:1-8 says, “For this Melchise- 
dec, king of Salem, priest of the most 


high God, who met Abraham return- 
ing from the slaughter of the kings, 
and blessed him; to whom also Abra- 
ham gave a tenth part of all; first be- 
ing by interpretation King of right- 
eousness, and after that also King of 
Salem, which is, King of peace; with- 
out father, without mother, without 
descent, having neither beginning of 
days, nor end of life; but made like 
unto the Son of God; abideth a priest 
continually. Now consider how great 
this man was, unto whom even the 
patriarch Abraham gave the tenth of 
the spoils. And verily they that are of 
the sons of Levi, who receive the office 
of the priesthood, have a command- 
ment to take tithes of the people ac- 
cording to the law, that is, of their 
brethren, though they come out of the 
loins of Abraham: but he whose des- 
cent is not counted from them re- 
ceived tithes of Abraham, and blessed 
him that had the promises. And with- 
out all contradiction the less is blessed 
of the better. And here men that die 
receive tithes; but there he receiveth 
them, of whom it is witnessed that he 
liveth.” 

According to history, the book of 
Hebrews was written in 64 A. D., 30 
years after the church started. Verse 
8 indicates that Church of God mem- 
bers paid tithes. Verse 2 tells how 





Abraham paid tithes before the law. 
Verse 5 says that the priests were com- 
manded to TAKE tithes of the people, 
back under the law. Again, before the 
law, Jacob wanted God’s blessing upon 
him, so he followed the example set 
by his grandfather. Here is his vow, 
“And Jacob vowed a vow, saying, If 
God will be with me, and will keep me 
in this way that I go, and will give 
me bread to eat, and raiment to put 
on, so that I come again to my fa- 
ther’s house in peace, then shall the 
Lord be my God. And this stone, which 
I have set for a pillar, shall be God’s 
house, and of all that thou shalt give 
me I will surely give the tenth unto 
thee.” 

It is only reasonable that in be- 
coming a member of the Church of 
God, a person agrees to accept the 
Bible as his disciple and guide, and 
to abide by it and support the Church 
and its teachings. Since tithing is a 
definite teaching of the Bible and 
Church of God, there are three 
reasons why we should be loyal tithers. 
First, it is God’s financial plan for His 
church. Second, paying tithes is not 
only scriptural, but fair and practic- 
able for every person, and its practice 
is pleasing to God. Third, since we 
promised to tithe when we became 
members of the Church, we should be 
loyal to our pledge. The question by 
some is, “Did the Lord teach tithing?” 
The answer is, “Yes.” In Matt. 23:23, 
the Lord Jesus commended the Phari- 
sees for tithing, but reprimanded them 
for leaving off judgment, mercy, and 
faith. He concluded by saying you 
ought to practice these and not fail 
to pay your tithes. Notice how the 
verse reads: “Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay 
tithe of mint and anise and cummin, 
and have omitted the weightier mat- 
ters of the law, judgment, mercy, and 
faith; these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone.” 
Then, He also said in Matt. 5:20, “For 
I say unto you, That except your 
righteousness shall exceed the right- 
eousness of the scribes and Pharisees, 
ye shall in no case enter into the king- 
dom of heaven.” 

Paying tithes according to your in- 
come is the scriptural plan. Paul said,

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The Southeast Youth Congress

* Sincerity of purpose swung like a 


pendulum in the Southeastern Youth 
Congress. It carried with it the will 
and sympathy of every one present. 
This was a provocative feature of the 
initial sermon by Lewis J. Willis, Na- 
tional Youth Director. His timely sub- 
ject was “Crisis, a Time of Opportun- 
ity.” The challenge was dominant. The 
obstacles were presented. Yet, in the 
Spirit of God, he was able to proclaim, 
“This is an age when Christianity can 
and will triumph!” 

This splendid convocation was evi- 
dence of this truth. It attracted the 
interest of delegates from all the 
states in the region and visitors from 
other states. There were many in- 
teresting features of the program. The 
main objective was worker-training— 
to give local workers something to 
help them put the program over at 
home. This was accomplished by dif- 
ferent classes and study groups. 

Brother Willis did not fail to point 
out that the world is facing a crisis. 
Neither was he negative in his em- 
phasis that Christian youth today is 
facing this crisis against enormous 
odds. His scriptural lesson was quite 
appropriate. He used Esther as she 
had to appear before the king in be- 
half of her people. Each young man 
and woman was reminded of the ad- 
monition, “Who knoweth whether 
thou art come to the kingdom for 
such a time as this?” 

Individual initiative felt the strong- 
est appeal when the ringing note “and 
if I perish, I perish” was reached. Yet, 
this initiative must be exerted to pro- 
duce a corporate effort, because 
“There are those who will die very 
soon if we fail our responsibility.” In 
dangers mutually shared and hard- 
ships borne together, we attend the 
school in which love is learned. Cheer- 
fully encountering risks for others 
produces a potent fellowship. You love 
those for whom you risk, and they 
love you. Thus, each person felt the 
challenge to be a leader, as the shep- 
herd goes before the sheep. They fol- 
low in perfect trust. Why? Because the 
heart-warming sincerity must be so 
present they will not be afraid to trust 
the leader. 

This same ringing sincerity was in 
the foreground of the lecture by 
Brother Ray Hughes. His subject was 
“Sunday School Visitation.” The im- 
portance of the lecture was to visit 
in order to increase attendance. “Yet,” 
he said, “the sooner we get away from 
just numbers the better off we shall 
be.” He emphasized the fact that we 
should sincerely do something to help 
the people when they come to our 
Sunday Schools. This, he felt, was 
more important than just having a 
large number to report. The lecture 
was informative, eye-opening, touch- 
ing! Brother Hughes did not just pre- 
sent a need and leave us yap ae 
what to do. He told us what to do an 
how to do it. Also, there was the feel- 


9” that this was experience talking. 4¢ 
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This same sincerity pervaded the dis- 
course by Brother Raymond Morse. His 
subject was “Youth and Stewardship.” 
He discussed stewardship as related t. 
the mission program of the Church. 
He touched our hearts as he traced 
the development of our mission pro- 
ram from its infancy to its present 
ar-flung proportions. The need he 
presented and the challenge sent forth 
would make one think what the wisest 
use of his or her money was, without 
having to be explicitly told. 

Is Brother Brady Dennis a salesman 
for strip-film? One would be inclined 
to conclude thus, for Brother Dennis 
is sincerely sold on the value of this 
method of visual aid. His enthusiasm 
in the promotion of this method arises 
out of his sincere desire to use the 
most effective method of getting the 
job done, and he feels this is the way 
to do it. No doubt, he brought his 
class to feel the same way. 


One interesting feature of the meet- 
ing was the lecture by Brother Wade 
Horton on “Youth Camps.” This is 
something we have not utilized fully. 
It was refreshing to hear the plan 
sincerely presented by one who has 
so ardently pursued the conservative 
line. Brother Horton has children of 
his own. He can see the need of keep- 
ing them interested in the Church, 
and the youth camp is one of the most 
vital methods of accomplishing this. 
No doubt, his enthusiasm will catch 
fire, and there will be many more es- 
tablished in the Church. 

On Wednesday mae a capacity 
crowd listened attentively as Earl P. 
Paulk, Jr., delivered a masterful ser- 
mon. The content of this message ih 
full appears in the November LIGHT- 
ED PATHWAY. The thinking of the 
people was stirred, and their hearts 
were touched. They were quite re- 
sponsive to this sincere presentation 
of a desperate need. Sincerity also 
rang in each of the lectures: by E. C.

CULPEPPER 





Rev. D. C. Culpepper was called 
home by his Chief Shepherd, Aug. 6, 
1951. He was born April 6, 1873, in 
Lounders County, Ga., near Lake Park. 
On Jan. 14, 1895, he married Miss 
Nettie Carson, to which union were 
born 5 boys and 2 girls. One of his 
sons, Rev. Lawson Culpepper, is a min- 
ister in the Church of God. These and 
his faithful wife survive his home- 
going. 

Brother Culpepper was converted 
in April, 1909, and began preaching 
Shortly afterward. He was licensed 
April 11, 1917. His testimony was that 
he had taken no medicine nor re- 
ceived medical aid in any way since 
his conversion. His father was a Bap- 
tist minister who reared 7 sons, 6 of 
whom became licensed ministers in 
the Church of God. He himself was an 
active minister and worker until re- 
tired by the Church. 

Brother Culpepper pastored the fol- 
lowing churches: Wilcox, Fort White, 
Levyville—Branford, Lockwood Ridge, 
and Green 7 ae Fla., and Haylow 
and Pineland a. During his early 
ministry he walked to h appoint- 
ments much of the time. He spent 
most of his ministerial work in evan- 
gelizing. He and his niece cut out and 
sewed up a 30 by 40 foot tent, built 
a body on a Ford truck chasis, at his 
own expense and with this equip- 
ment spent about 2 years evangeliz- 
ing the southern border of Georgia, 
from Valdosta to Brunswick, dur 
which time he worked at odd jobs to 
keep his expenses paid. We naturally 
think of the scripture, “Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth, yea, saith the Spirit, that 
they may rest from their labors and 
their works do follow them.”—His 
nephew, James E. Culpepper.
